The Emperor and Empress of Russia are due to arrive at Spithead at noon on Monday next (the 2nd) in the “Standart,” which will be accompanied by the imperial yacht “ Polar Star,” 
and escorted by the war-ships “ Rurik* and “ Admiral Makharoff** and a British squadron. The King and Queen, aboard the royal yacht, will meet the Emperor and Empress at 
Spithead, go aboard the “Standart to welcome their guests. and take them back with them to the “ Victoria and Albert.” The Sovereigns and their Consorts will then go to Cowes 
on the British royal yacht. The imperial visit will last three days. In a most interesting article in the “Observer,”. M. Gluss, the Russian constitutionalist, points out that the 
Russians are an intensely monarchical people, and that, though they may attack the Tsar's Governmert, they do not care to see other nations interfere in their home affairs, and regard 
any slight to their ruler as a slight to themselves, for they are bound to the House of Romanoff by centuries of tradition.
